NEW YORK, Feb, 26—Twenty-six Americans, six of whom 
were cabin passengers and twenty paid members of the crew, were 
on board the Cunard liner Laconia, which sailed from New York, 
February 18 for Liverpool, with 75 passengers and a crew of 216, 
when the vessel was sunk by a German submarine off Queenstown, 
[reland, at 1.50 a.m. Sunday night. 

While details of the cargo of the Laconia were witheld under 
a recent ruling of the customs officials, it was learned at the office 
of the company that the following items were among the principal 
commodities carried: One thousan4 bars of silver, 40,000 bushels 
of wheat, 2,843 bales of cotton, 1,408 boxes of fresh fruit, 3,000 tons 
of shell casings and other war supplies, and 9,000 tons of provisions. 
It was positively stated by officials of the line that there were no 
explosives on board,

Those who came to scroff remained 
to prave—especially some of the rinks 
made up entirely of mon. For if any 
doubt existed prior to last night as 
to the ability of the ladies to do other 
curling than with the tongs, 
dispelled during the evening. Some of 


the rinks made up of mere males 
found that some of the members of 
the gentler sex knew considerable 


about the great Scottish came of curl- 
ing and were able to put their know- 


ledge into execution. One rink—-name 
deleted by the censor—twice during 
the evening played against a mixed 
rink and twice had to taste the bitter 


dregs of defeat. 

It all happened at the opening of 
the Red Cross bonspiel last night, 
Twenty-four games were played, and 
the majority of these twenty-four were 
close and exciting. The Capital and 
Royal rinks were crowded with spec- 
tators, Who enjoyed uw great evening of 
sport. It was also quite a_ society 
function, for the Red Cross Society, in 
whose aid the ‘spiel is being held, had 
representatives there not only upon 
the rinks but also at the luncheon 
tables, 

It was undertaken, in a way, as an 
experiment, with, perhaps some 
doubts as to its success, Ordinarily, 
bonspiels are limited to competition 
among curlers of the sterner sex. Oc- 
casionally there are competitions for 
ladies, but this is the first time in 
the history of curling in Alberta that 
“mixed” rinks have competed. Practi- 
cally every rink in the competitions 
has in its personnel two lady curlers, 


the ladies in each case playing lead 
and third. 
It was a picturesque sight to see 


the ladies bedecked in becoming sweat- 
ers, with jaunty caps, competing in the 


eyents. And the men, arisen to the 
occasion, took time to have their 
clothes pressed a little neater, and 


their fancy neckties tied a little more 
fanciful than in the ordinary ‘spiel. 

The games last night were nearly 
all in the Grand Challenge competi- 
tion, only a few of the second draw 
contests being in the other open event, 
the Red Cross competition. 

Seven O'clock-Games, 

The seven o'clock games were all in 
the Grand Challenge, and when the 
events got under way there were al- 
most as many people in the waiting 
rooms and along the sides of the rinks 
as upon the ice. The novelty of the 
situation appealed to those who may 
have had doubts as to the ability of 
the women curlers to play with and 
against the men, 

The games for the most part were 
very close 
decided on the last end. Only a few 
of the matches were at all onesided, 
and some of these were so more be- 
cause one rink happened to get. the 
“breaks,” while its opponents were out 
of luck. . 

At the Capital. 

At the Capital rink the easiest 
match was between Russel Johnson 
and C. E. Barthe, the score of which 
was 15 to 3. It used to be the “John- 
s0n brothers,” but now its the “John- 
son brothers and sisters.” Curling 
seems to come natural to this family. 
J. M. Thom walked away from Dr. 
Terwilliger 13 to 3, while Deeton had 


the edge on Massie 8 to 2. These 
three games were the only ones of 
the evening not close. W. H. Shep-
